THE REAL ISSUE IN THE PHILIPPINES. 
<*es— 
i m 
It is essential to a clear understanding of 
the 
Philippine 
situation to emphasize the fact that what America has done for 
the Philippines has been accomplished with the constant admis­ 
sion of the natives themselves to co-operation, participation and 
actual administration, as they have revealed themselves progress­ 
ing in knowledge and ability. 
There bas not been an arbitrary 
imposition of extraneous authority; the consent and aid of the 
governed have been earnestly sought as that consent and aid be­ 
came intelligent. 
The mass of the people of the islands recognize the benefits 
of American rule 
The establishment of law and order, with re­ 
spect for life and the right to property, is one of the first ad­ 
vantages that are due to the American protectorate. The popula­ 
tion of the wilder islands, “half devil and half child,” have been 
brought under a reign of law they never knew. There has been a 
phenomenal achievement in sanitation, which has 
meant 
de­ 
liverance from the pests of smallpox, bubonic plague and cholera 
and the segregation and partial cure of lepers. A sound and thor­ 
ough system of education has been 
installed. 
The 
judiciary 
scheme has been recast and the monetary system 
has 
been 
stabilised on a gold basis. Roads have been built and agriculture 
has Peen enormously stimulated, so that in the first decade and a 
half of American rule the exports were quadrupled. 
Not one of these things has been accomplished without the 
determined and protracted resistance of politicians who found 
their occupation gone under the new order. When General Wood 
took hold he had to face not merely the cumulative abuses but 
the individual abuse. The self-anointed protagonist of “the peo­ 
ple’s cause” has been Manuel Quezon, president of the Senate— 
able, unscrupulous, eloquent—who has come out openly against 
the “strong, tyrannical foreigner,” and promises that no appoint- | 
ment made by Wood will be confirmed by the Senate when it 
convenes next October. 
The issue is simply who shall be the 
real head of the Government—the man who impersonates and 
perpetuates all the good the United States has accomplished for 
the Philippines in a quarter of a century or 
the 
man 
whose 
authorized ascendancy will mean the return cf the Filipinos to 
the mire of bloody revolution and sinister machination, of graft 
and loot, of rank selfishness masquerading as lefty patriotism 
from which the United States was bringing the islands out cf 
ignorant heathendom to enlightened civilization. 
Quezon has been sniping 
Wood in ambush from the first 
His recent action in procuring from a sycophantic Legislature the 
demand for Wood’s recall is merely the capstone of his offending, 
in logical sequence, to all that went before. 
He and those siding 
with him fail to see that the first and surest way for the Fili­ 
pinos to take if they wish to prove themselves fit for complete 
self-government is not the way of threats, 
intimidation 
and 
bloody violence, but the way of sobriety and industry, of co-opera­ 
tion in administration, of earnest support of the altruistic and 
disinterested effort of our Government to assist the social, indus­ 
trial and economic evolution of the islanders. 
The true Filipino 
patriot is bound to recognize the gains that have been made and 
the losses that would ensue upon a return to the benighted state 
of his forefathers preceding the American regime. 
Unless we mean at this juncture to 
withdraw 
from 
the. 
islands altogether and give to the natives that boon 
of 
utter 
autonomy which, granted prematurely, might prove a bane. t*e 
one course to take is to oppose the attempt of Quezon and his 
following to nullify the work cf the man we sent in our name 
to clean house in the Philippines and save ten millions of natives 
from the predacious selfishness of their foes in their own tur­ 
bulent and various family. 
There can be little doubt of the 
action that Washington will take to show that we mean business, 
and not firebrand and firewater politics, in the Philippines. 
It 
is to be the rule of schools, hospitals and scientific farming, not 
of the machete and the head-hunter. 
The inarticulate “multi­ 
tudes, multitudes in the valley of decision,” have already chosen. 
It is for generous and puissant America to ratify their choice.— 
Public Ledger.

THE HEAL ISSUE IN THE PH ILIPPIN ES.

It is essential to a clear understanding of 
the 
Philippine 
situation to emphasize the fact that what America has done for 
the Philippines has been accomplished with the constant admis­ 
sion of the natives themselves to co-operation, participation and 
actual adm inistration, as they have revealed themselves progress­ 
ing in knowledge and ability. 
There has not been an arbitrary 
imposition of extraneous authority; the consent and aid of the 
governed have been earnestly sought as that consent and aid be­ 
came intelligent. 
The mass of the people of the islands recognize the benefits 
of American rule 
The establishm ent of law and order, with re­ 
spect for life and the right to property, is one of the first ad­ 
vantages th at are due to the American protectorate. The popula­ 
tion of the wilder islands, “half devil and half child,” have been 
brought under a reign ot law they never knew. There has been a 
phenomenal achievement in sanitation, which has 
m eant 
de­ 
liverance from the pests of smallpox, bubonic plague and cholera i 
and the segregation and partial cure of lepers. A sound and th o r­ 
ough system of education has been 
installed. 
The 
ju d ic ia ry 1 
scheme has been recast and the monetary system 
has 
been 
stabilized on a gold basis. Roads have been built and agriculture 
has been enormously stim ulated, so that in the first decade and a 
half of American rule the exports were quadrupled. 
Not one of these things has been accomplished without the 
determined and protracted resistance of politicians who found 
their occupation gone under the new order. 
When General Wood 
took hold he had to face not merely the cumulative abuses but 
the individual abuse. The self-anointed protagonist of “the peo­ 
ple’s cause” has been Manuel Quezon, president of the Senate— 
able, unscrupulous, eloquent— who has come out openly against 
the “strong, tyrannical foreigner,” and promises that no appoint­ 
m ent made by Wood will be confirmed by the Senate when it 
convenes next October. 
The issue is simply who shall be the 
real head of the Government—the man who impersonates and 
perpetuates all the good the United States has accomplished for 
the Philippines in a quarter of a century or 
the 
man 
whose 
authorized ascendancy will mean the return cf the Filipinos to 
the mire of bloody revolution and sinister machination, of graft 
and loot, of rank selfishness m asquerading as lefty patriotism 
from which the United States was bringing the islands out cf 
ignorant heathendom to enlightened civilization. 
Quezon has been sniping a* Wood in ambush from the first 
His recent action in procuring from a sycophantic Legislature the 
demand for Wood's recall is merely the capstone of his offending. 
in logical sequence, to all th at went before. 
He and those siding 
with him fail to see that th e first and surest way for the Fili­ 
pinos to take if they wish to prove themselves fit for complete 
self-government is not the way of threats, 
intimidation 
and 
bloody violence, but the way of sobriety and industry, of co-opera­ 
tion in adm inistration, of earnest support of the altruistic and 
disinterested effort of our Government to assist the social, indus­ 
trial and economic evolution of the islanders. 
The true Filipino 
patriot is bound to recognize the gains th at have been made and 
the losses th at would ensue upon a return to the benighted state 
of his forefathers preceding the American regime. 
Unless we mean at this juncture to 
withdraw 
from 
the. 
islands altogether and give to the natives th at boon 
of 
utter 
autonomy which, granted prematurely, m ight prove a bane, tve 
one course to take is to oppose the attem pt of Quezon and his 
following to nullify the work cf the man we sent in our name 
to clean house in the Philippines and save ten millions of natives 
from the predacious selfishness of their foes in their own tu r­ 
bulent and various family. 
There can be little doubt of the 
action that W ashington will take to show th a t we mean business, 
and not firebrand and firew ater politics, in the Philippines. 
It 
is to be the rule of schools, hospitals and scientific farm ing, not 
of the machete and the head-hunter. 
The inarticulste “m ulti­ 
tudes, multitudes in the valley of decision,” have already chosen. 
It is for generous and puissant America to ratify their choice.—
